Wisconsin election laws do not

Talks At London 
Serve A Purpose 


Free nations and Russia have been talking 


about disarmament so long— and accomplishing so 


little— that it would be a naive man who could be 


very hopeful about the discussions now going on in 


London. 


There the five-power United Nations subcom­ 


mittee on disarmament is m eeting once again and 


various proposals are being put forward and con­ 


sidered. But no one is predicting that the confer* 


ence will achieve more than those of the past. 


Nevertheless, it is interesting to note that 


Britain, France and Canada have presented an 


elaborate three-stage*plan that would result in 


virtual world disarmament over a period of years. 


The f u r t i v e n e s s of the plan lies in the fact that 
it calls for a start and seem s to promise that once 


a start is made the chances are good that progress 


will endure. 


That is. the psychology is right. It is based on 


the principle that in dealing with a highly delicate 


and complex problem of this kind it may as well 


he admitted that a1! the difficulties cannot he 


foreseen and disposed of in advance. 
But if a 


beginning is made, and the parties to the arrange­ 


ment learn that things are actually happening for 


the mutual benefit of all concerned, then the 


chances are that obstacles will be overcome as they 


arise. 
In any event, Western nations are showing 


more Initiative and more imagination in coping 


with the Russians than has been true in the past. 
If these talks are not likely to he fruitful in terms 
of disarmament, they can at least go a long way 


toward disarming Soviet propaganda.

Thu© far the data that has com e nut of the Soviet 
I im rrsal State is so scanty that It is practically 
Impossible to evaluate the significance ol the course 
of events. 
News stories are obviously censored and 
•cr y sketchy. 
Information that com e* from under­ 
ground sources only produces the im pression that the 
collective leadership found Stalin worship a handicap 
and that (hr cult of Stalinism endangered the concept 
of an oligarchial control in a country which has been 
accustom ed to he ruled bv an autocrat for a thousand 
years and m ore. 


It 
is possible, also, that there is some internal 
struggle for leadership between Khrushchev and Malen­ 
kov who is now rn London, being kissed for the benefit 
of photographers. It is probably untrue that Khrushchev 
is trying to do much more dam age to his brother-in-law, 
Malenkov, or that roly-poly would not have gone to 
England, leaving his rear unprotected 
In a word, while the Russian situation is puzzling, 
the various guesses do not help us through the maze. 
The collective leadership may he in a situation very 
much like our own politicians who most of the time 
wonder what they will do next, particularly if they are 
ambitious to be candidates for the presidency or sit 
around scheming to be appointed to the Supreme Court 
or something like that 
It might he the same in Russia, 
except that they do not have elections there, like ours, 
and it used to be easier to settle public questions by 
killing an opponent. Now that people like Khrushchev or 
Mikoyan or Malenkov have gone in for not killing their 
opposition, it is pretty tough for them to get rid of such 
people or of each other. They may be engaged at the 
p r e s e n t time in working out a formula for changes in 
g o v ern m en t without murdering the opposition. 


To do that they have to get rid of Stalin's ghost 
because Stalin's method of prom otion and demotion 
w as by m urder which is sw ift and efficient and so 
com petent

had to give I. G. Farben all infor­ 
mation about new inventions per­ 
fected by Standard in the Unitrd 
States.
